Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

1 . First, examiner notes that Applicant has correctly interpreted the rejection in that claims 1 and 3 were rejected over Reinhard in view of 
Kaufhold, Jr. et al. 

2. Furthermore, the arguments filed October 28, 2009 have been considered but are not found persuasive. Regarding Applicant's 
arguments on pages 2-3 of the Remarks that a cyclic olefin copolymer is not a polyolefin, Examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicant cites 
definitions of a polyolefin as support of this argument. However, Examiner maintains that a cyclic "olefin* copolymers are produced from 
olefins, and as such are known and often referred to in the art as a class of polyolefin. For example, Examiner has included two articles 
which, although they are not relied upon for rejection of the claims, support Examiner's stance that COC's are considered a class of 
polyolefins, since both references refer to them as such (see the highlighted relevant statements in the attached references). 

3. Regarding Applicant's arguments on pages 3-4 of the Remarks that combination of Reinhard and Kaufhold would destroy the invention 
on which one of the references is based, Examiner respectuflly disagrees. Examiner notes that the test for obviousness is not whether the 
features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention 
must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would 
have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). One of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made would understand that certain situations may require different types of needles, and that the 
teachings of Kaufhold suggest that a luer lock would be an obvious modification in such situations. 
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
